Decatur’s community fair last F ri­ 
day and Saturday was a grand and 
glorious success. 
This was tho ex­

thousand while Saturday’s crowd was 
around the six thousand mark. 
The occasion seemed to be consid­ 
ered a holiday for everyone in this 
section and as the people thronged 
the streets during the two days, op­ 
timism and good-will were predom­ 
inant in ever> heart. People of town 
and country mingled together, be­ 
came better acquainted, talked over 
mutual interests, and as the fair 
came to a close late Saturday night, 
the large crowd was loath to I£ave 
the place where so much congenial 
pleasure had been found. 
As a prelude to the faff, the lec­ 
tures of Captain Cyrus S. Nusbaum. 
a lecturer of national reputation, 
were delivered on the court house 
lawn each night, beginning Tuesday 
night. Captain Nasbaum was brought 
to -Decatur by the Decatur business 
men and citizens In the hope that 
his talks would prove beneficial in 
creating a new ideal in the hearts 
and minds of our people, and this 
hope was fully realized as the large 
crowds heard the grwat man expound 
the gospel of community betterm ent 
and social uplift each night. 
The

his talks which have had a verY 
wholesome effect, and have only add­ 
ed to the great work recently done 
along those lines by Evangelists Wat- 
and Neal. 
Those who heard Captain 
Nusbaum could not help but know 
that life in this community yet holds 
out promise of social and religious 
betterment and commercial progress 
never before attained.

throngs waiting for the opening pa­ 
rade. 
At eleven o’clock the music 
of the Decatur band announced the 
approach of the parade staged by the 
business interests of the town. 
This 
parade was the most beautiful and 
comprehensive of any ever put on in 
Decatur. A majority of the business 
houses prepared decorated floats and 
autos which displayed the wares of 
the different kinds of business. 
The 
procession was led by the band, fol­ 
lowed by over six nundred children 
from the grammar school, marching 
in line. 
Then came the students of 
Decatur Baptist College in autos dec­ 
orated in college colors— black and 
gold. 
Beautiful women and pretty 
girls added to the attractiveness of 
many of the cars and floats, while 
along with the others came a cap 
filled with robed Ku Klux Klansmen, 
displaying banners proclaiming for 
“law and order” and “protection of 
womanhood and American homes.” 
The fine cattle and horses brought 
for display at the fair were brought 
into the parade, and this showing 
jot blooded stock gave evidence that 
Wise county is among the foremost 
of those counties growing blooded 
stock. 
Farm wagons, showing the 
ducts of individual farms, added 
touch of real prosperity to the 
and these displays brought 
forth cheers from the throngs which 
timed the streets. The parade ended 
With a number of mounted ex-service 
teen with lady escorts. 
The proces­ 
sion was over a mile long and over 
Sixty different vehieles were counted. 
The exhibit halls were located on 
the southwest corner In the Beard 


buildings, and before Friday noon 
they were filled with the comprehen­ 
sive display of farm products, blood­ 
ed poultry, and the work of the home 
demonstration clubs of the county. 
The poultry show, under the direc­ 
tion of the Wise County Poultry As­ 
sociation, was the best ever held in 
the county. 
There were two hun­ 
dred and four birds in the poultry 
show, and they came from ever sec­ 
tion of the county. 
The varieties 
were many, and the whole show gave 
splendid evidence that the poultry 
business is one of the leading indus­ 
tries of the county. 
The home dem­ 
onstration display, under the^ direc­ 
tion of Miss Jewel Taylor, county 
home demonstration agent, was in­ 
spiring to those who delight in the 
improvement of the homes and the 
advancement of the boys and girls. 
Miss Taylor was an indispensible ad­ 
junct to the fair during the two days, 
and it was largely due to her sys­ 
tematic labors that the arrangement 
was so complete in the agricultural 
and home demonstration building. 
She was assisted by County Agent 
Love and Secretary Cliff D. Cates. 
The fine stock was assembled at 
the Foster wagon yard, where special 
stalls had been prepared, and the ar­ 
ray of blooded animals was one of 
the largest ever shown here. 
Much 
rivalry was noted among the fine 
stock raisers as the crowds thronged 
around the stalls and a d m ire the 
beauty of the animals. 
During the day various methods 
were used by the committees in en­ 
tertaining the crowds on the streets. 
J. L. Sellars kept the youngsters and 
many older ones entertained with 
various games and contests among 
the boys and girls. 
During the da* 
splendid music was furnished by the 
Decatur band, assisted by the Chev­ 
rolet jazz band of Fort W orth. The 
jazz band was one of the best or­ 
chestras ever heard here, and the 
boys never tired it. entertaining the 
crowds which surrounded their float. 
After nightfall, a special program ot 
music and readings preceeded a fine 
lecture by Captain Nusbaum. 
On Saturday the crowd of fair vis­ 
itors was increased by at least two 
thousand. 
The parade was again 
staged at eleven o'clock.

Will Resume Operations 
Under Direction of 
Muskogee Man 


Hopes for the Carey well took on 
new lease this week when It became 
known that Mr. Bert Rogers, one of 
the most successful oil operators in 
Oklahoma, had taken over the man­ 
agement of the well, and the citizens 
who have been in low spirits owing 
to the bad state of affairs existing iii 
the inner circles of the Carey Com­ 
pany are jubilant. 
Mr. Rogers ar­ 
rived from Muskogee early in the 
week, and after a visit to the Carey 
well and a thorough inspection of 
the property stated that his crew 
would begin work on the well just 
as soon as casing arrived from Okla­ 
homa. Mr. Rogers left Decatur Tues­ 
day for Austin, where he appeared 
before the railroad commission to 
have the Carey well affairs adjusted 
and cleared up. 
It v*”l be remem­ 
bered that the cornix.oaion has been 
supervising the management of the 
Carey well since trouble arose be­ 
tween the company’s officials at 
headquarters in Roanoke, Virginia, 
and the ups and downs have been 
many, and the people in the com­ 
munity felt their hopes wavering, 
when the news came Monday that the 
Rogers company of Muskogee, Okla­ 
homa, had taken over the control of 
the well. 
The Carey has been closed down 
for several weeks, pending a settle­ 
ment of business troubles of the com­ 
pany. 
The Muskogee gentlemen will 
put down new heavy casing, and, ac­ 
cording to a statement of Mr. Rog­ 
ers, they hope to have the well mak­ 
ing production within ten days after 
work starts. 
The derrick for Keystone No. 2, 
southwest of Decatur, has been com­ 
pleted, and the maeninery for drill­ 
ing the new well is arriving, several 
truck loads being now on the ground. 
The boiler shipped from Electra, is 
on a car at the For* W orth & Den­ 
ver station, and will be loaded on 
trucks this morning and hauled to 
the 
Keystone 
site. 
Two storage 
tanks of five hundred barrel capac­ 
ity, and one of two Hundred and fifty 
barrel capacity, an* being erected. 
The camp houses for the drilling 
crew are completed and the force of 
twelve men, two shirts, are now quar­ 
tered. 
The new Keystone will spud In a 
twelve-inch hole and ten-inch casing 
will be set three hundred feet down. 
If all the machinery arrives and 
everything is ready, che well will bo 
spudded in Tuesday. 
The new* Keystone derrick has 
been constructed about fifty yards 
east of the old derrick.

It is always interesting to know 
what a group of bi ys and girls look 
forward to doing when the time 
comes for them to go our from school 
into the world. 
Circumstances often 
frustrate their ambitions, but at least 
we have learned how the rising gen­ 
eration would occupy itself if it could 
have its way. 
The school department of Hono­ 
lulu has recently been conducting an 
inquiry into that matter, and it has 
learned some things that are worth a 
moment’s attention. 
Less than one 
! in a hundred of the girls who were 
interviewed expressed any interest in 
becoming 
home-makers 
or 
house­ 
keepers, tho four per cent liked the 
idea of becoming cooks or waitresses. 
Nearly half of them 
forty-six in a 
hundred, to be exa< t 
wanted to be­ 
come professional people, teachers or 
doctors or dentists. 
Twenty-one per 
cent thought weil of stenography, 
typewriting and book keep ng; four­ 
teen per cent would like to be dress­ 
makers or milliners; 
ten per cent, 
nurses or masseuses; 
and the few 
remaining wished to be musicians or 
farm workers or what not. 
As for the boys, almost exactly 
half wanted to be mechanics, auto­ 
mobile drivers or electricians. 
Less 
than a hundred out of the nineteen 
hundred examined meant to engage 
in agriculture. 
Fifteen per cent had 
professional ambitions, not squite so 
many thought of b^ing book-keepers 
or stenographers, 
and 
the others 
chose such diverse occupations as 
journalism, 
“cow-punching," 
fores­ 
try, printing, music, following the 
sea and keeping store. 
"“T he things that are most note­ 
worthy in the tabluation are the un­ 
popularity of the very essential oc­ 
cupations of farming among the boys 
and house-keeping among the girls, 
and the strong tendency of the boys 
to turn to mechanical pursuits and 
of the girls to choose something in 
the professional or clerical way. 
No 
doubt a great many girls expect even­ 
tually to marry, and so to have a lot 
of house-work and house-keeping to 
do. 
They are perhaps ashamed to 
set marriage down as their ambition 
in life, tho their mothers and grand­ 
mothers would not have been. 
But 
do not their votes show that they 
would perform their house keeping 
duties only as something inseparable 
from married life, and not because 
they really enjoyed them? 
Of course these are only imma­ 
ture choices. 
As these young people 
grow into men and women, they will 
find reason to change their minds, 
perhaps more than once; 
and they 
Trill often find circumstances driving | 
them into occupations which they do j 
not at first care for, but with which j 
they will in time become reasonably 
content.

If you are not getting eggs now, 
do not be too quick to blame the 
hens. 
Remember the hen. at this 
time of the year, has two duties— 
growing feathers and producing eggs. 
Both require a feed that is high in 
protein. 
Also she has passed thru 
a very hot and dry summer and is 
coming to the cloye of the year in 
which probably she has been laying 
very heavily. Too often we blame the 
hen when it is nor her fault. 
In 
order to produce eggs, she must be 
given something from which to pro­ 
duce them. 
If you give her enough 
feed to produce one hundred yokes 
and just enough to produce fifty 
whites, she will only lay fifty eggs. 
In other words, the hen should be 
fed a balanced ration; 
then there 
will not be a waste In feed. 
If your 
hens are not laying, it is suggested 
that you feed your layers a good 
scratch feed composed of forty-five 
per cent corn, forty per cent milo 
and fifteen per cent Heavy oats. This

WASTING MILLIONS 
WITH NO RETURNS 


To the general public, the boll 
weevil is a pestiferous insect which 
does something to the cotton crop. 
To the cotton grower the boll weevil 
is a cataclysm, a disaster, a night­ 
mare of terror. 
To the country as 
a whole the boll weevil is the cause 
of an economic loss of unguessed 
proportions. 
According to statistics of the de­ 
partment of agriculture, in the year 
192 1 the crop of cotton hairvested 
was 7,954,000 bales. 
It should have 
been 18,666,000 but 10,712,000 were i 
ruined by natural causes and of this 
enormous quantity so destroyed the j 
boll weevil alone accounted for 6,- 
277,000 bales, worth with the seed I 
which would have been ginned, $610, 
341,000, for the thirteen-year period 
1909-1921 the damage done by the 
boll weevil reached the enormous to­ 
tal of $3,102,152,000. 
It is obvious that science can, if it 
will, eradicate the boll weevil, just 
as it eradicated the moquito and ma­ 
laria and yellow fever from the canal 
zone. 
At one time one of the most 
deadly spots on the face of the globe, 
the canal zone is now one of the 
healthiest. 
The job was done be­ 
cause there was urgent need, real 
American determination, and no lack 
of money. 
The boll weevil can be eradicated, 
or at least, controlled, and will be, 
when the government spends enough 
money at one time to do it, and not 
before.

W hen buying is active on th a t m a r­ 
ket,

In short, w hen 
the consum ers’ m a rk e t is stable, all 
business 
tends 
to 
become 
stable; 
and w'hen the consum ers’ m arket is 
unstable, all business tends to be­ 
come usstable. 
There are several reasons why th e 
consum ers’ m a rk e t is unstable, b u t 
most of them grow out of the failure 
of consum ers to buy according to a 
wise and definite plan. 
W hen they 
base their purchases upon regularly 
recurring needs ra th e r than upon 
how riiuch m oney they happen 
to 
have in their pockets or how rich 
they appear to feel, tile consum ers’ 
m arket tends to be stable. 
When 
they (Jo tin? opposite, it tends to be­ 
come • unstable. 
If, 
for 
example, 
farm ers were to do all their buying 
in the fall as soon as their crop 
money conies in, the businesses thai 
supply fan n ers would be very active 
in the fall. 
Having spent their m on­ 
ey in the fall, farm ers could not do 
much buying at other seasons of the 
year, and the businesses that supply j 
them would be less active. 
Certain 
standard products can, of course, be 
produced and stored up during o ther 
seasons in anticipation of the fall 
trade, but others cannot because no 
one can tell long in advance ju st 
w hat the consum ers’ m arket will de­ 
mand. 
This seasonal buying would 
necessarily produce a seasonal fluc­ 
tuation in business. 
If, however, th e 
farm ers save th e ir surplus money 
w hen it comes in and spread it even­ 
ly over the entire year, the consum ­ 
ers' m arket, so far as farm ers affect 
it, will tend to become stable. 
W hat is true of seasonal buying is 
also true of buying in what is known 
as the business cycle. 
There is a 
tendency on the p a rt of many per­ 
sons to spend their money for con 
su m ers' goods as fast as it comes 


would not buy so abnorm ally in good 
times. 
They would then have m oney 
to spend in dull times, if dull tim es 
ever came. 
The moderation in con­ 
sumption in good times w ould, of 
course, m ak e tim es less good fro m 
th e point of view of the sh o rt-sig h t­ 
ed business m an. 
This free buying 
in dull tim es would also m ake those 
times less dull. In short, th e re w ould 
be much less unevenness in th e bu s­ 
iness cycle.— Y ou th’s Companion.

The greatest raid that was ever 
made in Wise county during the In­ 
dian depredations was in the fall of 
1868. 
The following account of the 
said raid was recently related to me 
by an old Texas ranger, George W. 
Walker, who lives a few miles east 
from Alvord. 
He was the oldest son 
of Preston Walker, and was then 
about twelve years old. 
The first ones who discovered the j 
Indians were John Bailey and a lad i 
by the name of Billy Ball, a son of 
Jim Ball. 
Mr. Bailey and the boy j 
were gathering corn in a little field 
belonging to Jim Ball, who were only ; 
about three hundred yards from the I 
house. 
Part of 
the 
Indians 
had j 
reached the fence, laid it down and I 
were riding into the field when the 
lad saw them and called Bailey’s at­ 
tention to them. 
They both ran to 
the fence, Bailey helped the boy over j 
the fence and told him to run to the . 
house. 
The Indians were right on 
them and had shot an arrow into 
Bailey. 
One of them grabbed the 
lad when Bailey shot the Indian, kill­ 
ing him. 
The Indians then directed 
their attention to Bailey and the boy 
made his escape to the house, while 
the Indians were dispatching Bailey, 
who was armed with a pair of old

he sent one of their chiefs to “the 
happy hunting grounds.” 
The In­ 
dians scalped Bailey, cutting a long 
narrow strip from the top of his head 
— the Kiowa tribe’s peculiar way of 
scalping. 
Clabe White, Mr. Shiary 
and perhaps two oi three other men 
were at the house and fired several 
shots at the Indians, which probably 
kept them from attacking the house. 
Billy Ball had once been a captive 
of the Indians and the remembrance 
of this doubtless caused the boy to 
make the greater speed in effecting 
his escape. 
There was a strong force of the 
Indians, some three hundred, who 
were just starting on a big raid into 
the counties of Wise and Denton. 
These took place at the foot of “Jim 
Ball knob,” now known as Ball knob, 
about twelve miles northwest from 
Decatur. The Indians then bore their 
dead chief from the battle ground 
and, taking him to the head of a 
hollow near Arch McDonald’s spring, 
buried him; 
Mr. McDonald, with 
gun in hand, stood in his yard, in 
shooting distance of the Indians and 
watched them, expecting to be at­ 
tacked. 
Mr. McDonald said not an 
Indian looked at hi* house, but when 
they had finished burying their hero 
turned and rode off.
